1ml to find a remedy 
which will kill the 'life In the roots 
from which the hairs sprint; is quite 
another matter. 


lilcctrlcily, applied by means of n 


ncedlu which pciictrales the pores of 
ihe skin and carries the electric cur- 
rent directly to the hair root will de- 
stroy the life in the roots. Ijiit even 
electricity, will not accomplish this 
result in 'once using, and, in some 
cases, even with frequent use, the 
hairs persist in appearing. 


A depilatory should remove all hair
